RELIEF WORK IN ALBERTA 


Dominion assistance to relief work 
projects in Alberta, carried on during the 
past summer and now under way, totals 


something more than a half million dol- 
lars, The whole program, originated by 


the province and the municipalities, sums 
up to $1,165,450, one-half of which will be 
paid from the federal treasury. 

The amount expended in giving direct 
relief, by the municipal, provincial and 
federal authorities during last winter and 
summer must have been far in excess of 
this sum, since the outlay in Edmonton 
alone under this heading was well on to a 
half million. The proportions should be in 
the reverse order. We should be spending 
more in giving employment than in provid- 
ing lodging and meals for men without 
also giving them the opportunity to make 
a return in useful work. 

If the relief work expenditure had been 
twice as large the direct relief bill would 
have been only half as large, and the coun- 
try would have twice as much to show for 
the money spent. 


Bankers are warning the national, pro- 
vincial and municipal governments that 
unless they stop borrowing money they 
will “aggravate” the business situation. 
The difficulty about that advice is that if 
they stop borrowing thev may aggravate 
the business situation still more. Unem- 
nioyment relief must he kent going, and 
the more of it that can be done by giving 
work to men the better for them and for 
the country. 

Work cannot be provided without 
spencinz money, which must be either bor- 
rowed or collected through heavier taxa- 
tion, But texation has already reeched a 
point where any large increase would be a 
further handicap to business, destructive 
to public confidence, and a potent cause of 
general unrest. That is, unless the new 
taxation were restricted strictly to weal- 
thy men and prosperous corporations, 
which can hardly be what the bankers 
have in mind, 

There is no doubt whatever that the 
country is over-lozded with public debt, as 
it is with private debt, But this burden 
was not incurred in fivhting the depres- 
sion, It was cheerfully taken on in the 
pining times of prosperity, when low in- 
terest rates and public clamor impelled 
governments to borrow to the limit and 
spend all they could get their hands on. 
Having borrowed ourselves into trouble, 
there is now probably nothing to do but 
to borrow ourselves out, at whatever cost. 


STANDING BY EDMONTON 

It is somewhat surprising, as well as 
gratifying, to learn that Edmonton tax- 
poner heve paid their taxes more prompt- 
y this year than last. The more so be- 
cause they were this year given no dis- 
count for paying when due. The conclu- 
sion may be drawn that the practice of al- 
lowing discounts for prompt payment will 
be definitely abandoned as the result of 
the year’s demonstration that it has little 
or no effect in stimulating the payers to 
pay early. 

There cannot be many cities in the 
west this year where tax receipts are in 
excess of those of last year, which is the 
case in Edmonton. If conditions have been 
as reported in the press, most of the cities 
will show a decrease in collections as com- 

ared with those of 1930. And there will 

e nothing strange or alarming in that, 
since the lonver trade stagnation lasts the 
wider its influence extends and the deeper 
it cuts into the reserves of the house- 
holder. 

Whatever such comparisons may show, 
the fact that the tax bills have been met 
as promptly as last year in Edmonton is 
reassuring both as to the business condi- 
tions which have prevailed and the loyalty 
of the taxpayers to the city and its inter- 
ests. Had conditions been as bad as were 
sometimes represented, no such result 
would have been possible. Had the tax- 
payers been indifferent to the difficulties 
of civic financing, many of them would 
doubtless have been inclined to hold onto 
their money until spring comes.

But the fact remains that we 
are under sus. ‘cion amon the milling and 
grain-dealing interests of the old lands, 
and anything they can do will be done to 
prevent us securing the proposed “quota”. 

Should the Government be forced to 
abandon the plan, which does not appear 
probable, that will not be because Cana- 
dian exporters were guilty of all that was 
charged against them, but because they 
gave room Tor suspicion that they tried to 
Squeeze the British consumer when they 
Supposed he was in a corner. If the mili- 


ers can succeed in making the consumer 
think Canadian exporters are not to be 
trusted, which they are trying to do, our 
chance of a guaranteed share of Britain's 
wheat trade will be “shot”.

Has the Specialist Failed? 

The following article 
by Dr. Logan Clendenine, 
a noted New York phyri- 
clan, appeared in the 
Outlook and Independent 
Magazine, formerly edit- 
ed by Ex-Pres'dent Roose- 
vel’: 

“The whole idea of cpe- 
clalism {ts fundamentelly 
unsound, By a system's 
fruits ye sball know it. 


What sort of men did 
specialism develop? A 
race of mercenary, self- 


centered egolts. Little 
men whose nature was 
petty from the beginning, 
or they would not have 
chosen to spend their lives revolving in 
so narrow an orbit intensively trained 
to perform a few li‘tle manoeuvres 
and to think in a narrow little groove, 
both of which require a mental capa- 
c'ty far below that demanded of a 
journey-man plumber. 

“Most Specialists never learn to ad- 
judicate the value of what they do, 
e‘ther to the patient as a personality 
or to the whole body of society. The 
other charge to be Jaid at the door 
of excessive specialism is that it co-ts 
more than it is worth. The whols 
justification of specialism lies in its 
claim (avowed or implied) that the 
specialist knows more abo't a certain 
field of practice than the = general 
practitioner, and he can therefore be 
more helpful to the patient who has 
trouble in his special field. The fur- 
ther corollary is that he {ts entiled to 
cherge more. 

“He makes the decision to become 
@ specialist while still in medical 
school, as he probably hears some spe- 
clallst member of the faculty get off 
the old stock crack that medicine has 


now become so complex that no one 
man can cover the entire field. He
